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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  town  is  having  to  face  major  growth  issues  due  to  the  enormous  in¬ 
crease  in  building  that  is  taking  place  and  will  continue  to  increase  over  the 
next  five  years.  1985  saw  the  sale  of  the  Louis  Cyr  property  on  Merrimac 
Street  to  developers  of  a  project  to  include  62  single  family  homes.  The 
town  growth  for  1985  was  a  5.3%  increase  based  on  the  existing  1,175  units. 

The  town  was  also  faced  with  a  most  important  decision  in  May — 
whether  to  accept  or  reject  a  Home  Rule  Charter  presented  by  the  Charter 
Commission.  The  town  decided  not  to  accept  the  changes  that  were  propos¬ 
ed  and  to  keep  town  government  as  it  stands. 

An  Emergency  Response  Plan  Committee  was  formed  to  review  the 
proposed  plans  for  evacuation  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  at  the  Seabrook 
Nuclear  Station.  A  report  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
April,  1986. 

Civil  Defense  Director  Robert  Paris  resigned  his  position  in  July.  Ray¬ 
mond  Bastarache  was  appointed  as  his  successor. 

The  Trailer  Park  Rent  Control  Board  was  formed  and  at  present  is 
reviewing  rules,  regulations  and  procedures.  The  members  include  George 
Stevens,  Malcolm  Smith  and  Joanne  Noble. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  the  residents  for  their  support  and 
cooperation  regarding  these  controversial  issues  throughout  1985.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Merrimac  Council  on  Aging  during  1985  continued  to  serve  the 
town’s  elderly  population  under  the  able  direction  of  our  Director,  Nancy 
Knights.  The  Council  wishes  to  thank  her  for  an  outstanding  year.  She  has 
been  most  caring  and  creative  in  her  programming.  We  hope  that  more 
seniors  will  come  to  the  center  as  both  participants  and  volunteers  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  Council’s  goals  remain  the  same,  to  provide  as  many  services  as 
possible  to  enhance  the  lives  of  Merrimac’s  senior  citizens.  One  of  the  most 
basic  services  that  we  provide  is  that  of  an  information  and  referral  agency. 
Services  that  are  available  at  the  Senior  Center  include;  health  care, 
transportation,  income  tax  assistance,  fuel  assistance,  weatherization,  legal 
services,  homemaker  services,  and  surplus  food  distribution.  A  series  of 
educational  programs  dealing  with  relevant  issues  such  as  health  insurance, 
Medicare,  SSI,  financial  and  retirement  planning  have  been  offered  at  the 
center.  A  variety  of  social  activities  are  offered  at  the  center  which  include 
craft  classes,  line  dancing  and  seasonal  parties  throughout  the  year.  Meals 
are  both  served  at  the  center  and  delivered  to  the  homebound  through  the 
Title  III  Nutrition  Program.  The  Town  receives  a  stipend  of  $1500  from  the 
Meal  Program. 

Several  grants  have  been  received  throughout  the  year  from  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Elder  Affairs.  One  grant  for  $1250.00  was  used  to 
purchase  a  copy  machine  for  the  center  and  another  in  the  amount  of 
$948.00  was  used  for  operating  expenses  and  also  to  make  some  necessary 
repairs  to  the  Senior  Center. 

The  Council  continues  to  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month  at 
7:00  P.M.  The  Council  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  for  it’s  continued  sup¬ 
port  and  encourages  the  community  to  become  involved  as  volunteers  or 
members  of  the  Council.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


January  27,  1986 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herewith  their 
109th  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1985. 

The  past  year  has  brought  about  several  changes  at  the  Library.  Head 
Librarian,  Jeannette  F.  Bahre,  resigned  early  in  July,  1985.  After  a  long  and 
costly  search,  the  trustees  voted  to  assign  the  position  of  Head  Librarian  to 
Mrs.  Carole  A.  McCarthy,  formerly  the  librarian  in  South  Hampton,  N.H. 
Mrs.  McCarthy  assumed  her  duties  at  the  beginning  of  September  and  a 
public  reception  was  held  in  her  honor  on  Monday,  October  28,  1985.  We 
join  in  wishing  her  a  long  and  fruitful  tenure  with  the  Merrimac  Public 
Library. 

Another  staff  change  was  necessitated  by  the  departure  of  Jennifer 
Segal  as  Children’s  Librarian  in  August.  This  position  has  been  filled  by 
Eloise  Schoeppher  since  November.  Furthermore,  the  hours  of  the  Child¬ 
ren’s  Librarian  have  been  increased  which  has  resulted  in  an  expansion  and 
improvement  in  the  children’s  programs. 

We  regret  to  report  that  our  fellow  long-time  trustee  E.  Elizabeth  Pitt¬ 
man,  bowing  to  the  demands  of  a  rigorous  personal  schedule,  asked  to  be 
relieved  of  her  position  early  this  fall.  We  wish  to  thank  her  for  her  many 
years  of  service  to  this  institution.  Fortunately,  the  position  has  been 
capably  and  agreeably  filled  by  Mrs.  Mabelle  Robbie. 

The  “Friends  of  the  Libarary”,  under  the  leadership  of  Janna  Whipple 
and  Lois  Brink,  have,  again  this  year,  rendered  their  valuable  assistance  in  a 
variety  of  ways  to  help  the  Library  with  support  services.  Their  largest  fund 
raising  event  of  the  year  was  a  creative  and  diversified  Harvest  Festival  held 
at  the  Library  on  Saturday,  October  19,  1985.  With  a  lot  of  help  from  the 
staff  and  the  support  of  the  trustees,  the  “Friends’’  worked  hard  and  long 
to  make  the  day  memorable.  The  public  attended  in  large  numbers  and  the 
results  of  the  day  were  very  gratifying. 

Patrons  who  visit  the  downstairs  portion  of  the  Library  will  notice  a 
change  in  the  location  of  the  the  young  adult  section  and  other  changes 
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which  serve  to  improve  the  general  appearance  of  the  area  and  make  more 
efficient  use  of  the  space. 

The  trustees  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  since  July,  1985,  the 
Library  has  resumed  being  open  on  Mondays.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  approving  our  re¬ 
quested  budget.  We  trust  that  the  change  back  to  our  former  schedule  has 
met  with  the  approval  of  all  those  who  were  inconvenienced  earlier  by  the 
forced  Monday  closing. 

As  in  years  past,  the  L  ibrary  continues  to  work  closely  with  the  local 
schools,  Council  on  Aging,  Day  Care  Center  and  similar  groups.  So,  too, 
has  the  library  building  been  readily  used  as  a  meeting  place  for  a  host  of 
civic  groups. 

The  trustees  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
regular  staff  members,  Frances  Foss,  Edna  Macey,  and  Nancy  Sharkey,  for 
their  cooperation,  flexibility,  and  service  “beyond  the  call  of  duty’’  during 
those  difficult  times  during  the  past  several  months  when  they  had  to  work 
without  a  director.  We  appreciate  their  dedication. 

Merrimac’s  talented  residents  provided  many  attractive  and  interesting 
temporary  displays  during  the  year.  Thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended 
to  all  donors,  display  lenders,  and  patrons  for  their  continued  support.

PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 

During  the  1985  season  all  athletic  fields  at  Locust  Street  were  ferti¬ 
lized,  roto-tilled,  and  filled  with  a  new  mixture.  Areas  were  seeded  as 
necessary.  A  new  backstop,  complete  with  overhand,  was  erected  on  the 
Babe  Ruth  Field.  All  fields  were  utilized  to  full  capacity  from  spring 
through  the  end  of  the  summer.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  school  committee  of  Merrimac  who  allowed  us  use  of  the 
Red  Oak  playing  area  during  the  Minor  League  season.  The  efforts  of  the 
Merrimac  Athletic  Association  were  also  appreciated. 

The  soccer  field  at  the  Town  Forest  was  fertilized  twice  and  mowed 
regularly.  Areas  were  cleared  of  rocks,  filled,  and  seeded  as  necessary. 
Various  town  soccer  leagues  used  this  field  from  spring  through  late  fall. 
The  Commission  thanks  the  members  of  the  Soccer  Club,  who  continue  to 
help  improve  this  site. 

The  Supervised  Play  Program  continued  to  grow.  More  than  140 
children  registered  for  this  six-week  program.  Activities  included  arts, 
crafts,  and  sports  with  competition  provided  by  the  West  Newbury 
playground  members.  Also,  weekly  day  trips  were  part  of  the  program. 
Because  of  the  growth  of  this  program,  more  supervision  and  financial  sup¬ 
port  will  be  sought  from  the  town.  The  Commission  wishes  to  express  their 
appreciation  to  the  Merrimac  Lions  Club  for  their  continued  financial  sup¬ 
port  of  this  program.  Also,  our  thanks  go  to  the  McGregor-Smith  Bus 
Company  for  their  help. 

Indian  Head  Park  was  maintained  daily,  and  sand  was  added  to  the 
beach  front.  Gate  duty  is  maintained  week-ends  in  June  and  August 
through  Labor  Day  and  daily  from  the  close  of  school  through  the  end  of 
July.  The  Commission  appreciates  all  of  the  help  given  by  Chief  Flynn  and 
his  department  to  our  gatekeepers.  The  Commission  also  thanks  the 
Highway  Department  for  their  help. 

Carey  Park  was  mowed  weekly  and  also  fertilized. 
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During  this  year,  many  acts  of  vandalism  resulted  in  damage  to  the 
Soccer  Field,  Locust  Street  fields,  and  Indian  Head  Park.  The  Commission 
would  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  townspeople  to  help  stop  these  acts. 
Please  contact  the  police  when  you  observe  any  unusual  activities  on  any  of 
the  playing  areas. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  William  Bickford,  past  Commission 
chairman  and  long-time  member  of  our  board.  Bill  continued  to  be  a  friend 
of  the  Commission  even  after  his  retirement,  and  he  will  be  sorely  missed. 
The  Sportsmanship  Award,  given  annually  in  his  name  to  a  Babe  Ruth 
player,  was  awarded  to  Rodney  Gray. 

Finally,  the  Commission  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  their 
employees  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  recreation  season  and  to  the 
residents  of  Merrimac  who  helped  by  giving  of  their  time  on  behalf  of  the 
youth  of  our  community.

Due  to  revaluation,  the  need  for  approval  of  a  new  levy  limit,  and 
possible  town  meeting  action,  the  tax  rate  can  not  be  set  at  the  time  of  this 
report.  The  Assessors  have  estimated  that  the  tax  rate  will  be  $15.00  per 
thousand. 

Voters  at  the  1984  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  to  have  Merrimac 
Assessors  conduct  a  complete  revaluation  of  real  estate  in  the  Town  and 
provided  funds  for  that  purpose.  Revaluation  of  cities  and  towns  is  man¬ 
dated  every  three  years  by  State  Statutes. 

Your  Board  of  Assessors  have  worked  very  diligently  this  year.  They 
have  viewed  all  1220  homes,  56  commercial  and  industrial  buildings,  and  38 
exempt  buildings  and  have  reviewed  all  personal  property  assessments.  The 
professional  firm  of  R.M.  Bradley  was  hired  to  appraise  all  of  the  land. 

We  want  to  thank  all  of  the  taxpayers  for  their  excellent  cooperation  in 
allowing  us  to  view  their  property.  We  also  want  to  thank  the  commercial 
and  industrial  property  owners  for  furnishing  us  with  income  information 
which  was  required  to  arrive  at  assessment  values. 

In  order  to  facilitate  tax  payments  this  year,  we  requested  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  to  give  us  permission  to  send  out  estimated  tax  bills,  based 
on  the  previous  year’s  assessment,  because  we  had  not  completed  the 
revaluation  process.  Permission  was  granted  and  the  Tax  Collector  sent  out 
6  month  bills  to  each  taxpayer,  based  on  Vi  of  the  previous  year’s  taxes.  The 
final  6  month  bill  will  be  adjusted  to  reflect  the  new  values. 

The  Department  of  Revenue  has  now  certified  the  assessment  values  as 
set  by  your  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  revaluation  process  is  now  complete. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  and  all  officials  of  the  Town  for  their  fine  cooperation  extended  to  us.

Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  entering  its 
thirteenth  year.  To  date,  we  have  graduated  3,496  students  from  a  regular 
day  school  program  and  555  students  from  our  post  secondary  courses. 
Whittier  Regional’s  goal  is  to  train  students  for  profitable  employment  and 
to  provide  social  skills  that  will  carry  them  through  life  as  productive 
employees  and  concerned  and  knowledgeable  participants  within  their  com¬ 
munities. 

Whittier  staff  and  students  have,  as  in  the  past,  participated  in 
numerous  activities  above  and  beyond  their  training  and  education  that  you 
would  not  normally  expect  in  a  vocational  and  technical  setting.  These  ac¬ 
tivities  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  our  Red  Cross  Blood  Bank  Drive, 
which  netted  this  year  a  total  of  56  pints  of  blood.  We  conducted  an  “Olde 
Tyme  Faire”  which  netted  over  $1,200.00  for  the  Whittier  Teacher’s 
Association  Scholarship  Fund.  The  Key  Club  conducted  a  very  successful 
Canned  Food  Drive  which  netted  1300  cans  of  food  which  were  donated  to 
the  Salvation  Army.  These  items  are  not  all  inclusive,  but  represent  a  small 
example  of  our  student’s  and  staff’s  efforts  in  community  service. 

We  are  currently  in  a  stage  of  completion  of  our  proparations  for  our 
10-year  accreditation  visit/evaluation  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  We  expect  to  host  a  visiting  accreditation  committee 
of  approximately  24  individuals  from  outside  of  our  school  system  familiar 
with  vocational  technical  education  who  will  conduct  an  on-site  visit  be¬ 
tween  March  31  and  April  3rd.  We  feel  quite  confident  that  the  visit  will  be 
productive  and  will  enhance  the  economic  and  effective  operation  of  the 
school.

S.T.R.O.B.E.  (Students  and  Teachers  Reaching  Out  Beyond  Expecta¬ 
tions)  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  our  students  at  the  junior  high 
school  through  general  enrichment  as  well  as  specific  training  for  gifted  and 
talented  students.  The  offerings  of  this  program  include  critical  thinking 
skills  training,  opportunities  to  work  on  specialized  projects  for  all  students 
and  advanced,  higher-level  thinking  skills  training  for  “talent  pool” 
students  in  major  content  areas.  Second,  the  English  department  integrated 
into  its  course  offering  a  basic  writing  course  which  was  designed  to  provide 
skill  development  for  students  experiencing  difficulty  in  this  area  to  ensure 
basic  competency  standards.  Finally,  the  special  education  department 
began  a  pre-vocational  program  for  developmentally  delayed  students.  This 
program  offers  academics,  career  exploration,  daily  living  skill  instruction 
and  social  skill  training  for  these  special  needs  students. 

At  the  senior  high  school,  last  year  marked  the  inception  of  a  health 
program  with  the  staffing  of  a  health  educator  position  as  part  of  the 
science  department.  This  program  is  designed  to  introduce  students  to  the 
current  information  regarding  emotional  health,  growth  and  development, 
nutrition,  physical  fitness  and  body  systems  as  well  as  other  areas  pertinent 
to  health  education. 
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In  mathematics,  honors-level  courses  as  well  as  an  advanced  calculus 
program  have  characterized  departmental  curriculum  revision  work.  The 
addition  of  a  Pascal  course  has  also  supported  the  enhancement  of  the  com¬ 
puter  curriculum  program.  In  social  studies,  advanced  placement — 
American  history  has  been  designed  to  challenge  the  most  capable  and 
talented  juniors  who  demonstrate  an  acute  interest  in  American  history.  In 
the  business  area,  Project  InVest,  and  insurance  office  simulation,  has  been 
incorporated  into  the  senior  level  business  practices  course  offering.  Final¬ 
ly,  computer  utilization  in  the  guidance  department  has  been  instrumental 
in  supporting  students  in  the  college  search  process. 

The  aforementioned  program  development  descriptions  are  an  attempt 
to  highlight  some  of  the  major  changes  at  Pentucket  during  this  past  year. 
The  commitment  on  the  part  of  the  school  committee,  administrative  staff, 
teachers,  students  and  community  members  has  made  these  developments 
possible. 

In  recognizing  that  the  future  of  our  students  is  “now”,  we  continue  to 
ask  for  your  support  for  our  educational  program.  We  believe  it  is  a  pro¬ 
gram  which  is  fiscally  responsible,  rooted  in  a  commitment  to  all  our 
students,  and  one  which  looks  ahead  to  meeting  the  challenges  of  educa¬ 
tional  reform.

For  vocational  activities  in  the  Whittier 
Regional  Vocational-Technical  School,  of  which  this  town  is  a  member, 
please  turn  to  the  Whittier  report. 

Although  this  Committee  is  in  charge  of  the  Elementary  grades  only, 
this  Committee  summarizes  the  public  school  population  for  which  the 
Town  had  responsibility  (10-1-85).

The  School  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  ongoing  support  by  the  townspeople  for  our  elementary  school 
programs.  Our  philosophy  continues  to  be  founded  in,  and  dedicated  to, 
the  enhancement  of  the  worth,  dignity,  potential  and  uniqueness  of  each 
child.  To  this  end,  the  School  Committee  continues  its  commitment  to  im¬ 
proving  the  quality  of  each  child’s  total  school  experience.  Last  year  we  em¬ 
barked  on  several  endeavors  which  served  to  initiate,  expand  and  refine 
educational  opportunities  for  all  students. 

Project  REACH,  a  program  developed  to  meet  the  needs  of  gifted  and 
talented  students,  entered  its  second  year.  The  focus  of  the  program  con¬ 
tinues  to  offer  enrichment  for  all  students,  specific  activities  for  students 
with  special  interests  and  talents,  differentiation  of  curriculum,  training  ex- 
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ercises  for  development  of  multiple  talents,  and  a  part-time  pull-out  pro¬ 
gram  for  gifted  students  in  grades  three  through  six. 

The  development  of  a  writing  manual  for  the  school  district  included 
staff  members  from  our  elementary  schools.  The  purpose  of  this  manual 
was  to  present  uniform  standards  and  a  consistent  format  for  student  com¬ 
positions,  essays  and  larger  papers. 

During  this  past  year,  a  cooperative,  coordinated  and  sequential  educa¬ 
tion  program  for  a  substance  abuse  prevention  program  was  developed. 
This  comprehensive  effort  involved  parents,  community  members  and 
school  personnel.  Once  again,  Mr.  Leo  Joubert  is  to  be  thanked  for  all  his 
time  and  energy  on  working  with  our  students  in  a  series  of  programs.  Mr. 
Joubert  was  recently  recognized  on  a  national  level  by  his  professional  peers 
for  his  contributions  to  substance  abuse  prevention  programs.  Police  Chief 
James  Flynn,  in  cooperation  with  Mr.  Joubert  and  school  administrators, 
also  attended  programs  designed  to  develop  a  cooperative  community-wide 
plan  for  substance  abuse  prevention. 

In  the  area  of  special  education,  a  formal  diagnostic  team  model  was 
developed  to  provide  a  pragmatic  approach  to  the  assessment  of  exceptional 
students.  In  this  approach,  educational,  psychological  and  medical  data 
could  be  utilized  in  making  effective  decisions  regarding  program  place¬ 
ment,  teaching  strategies  and  goal  setting  for  special  education  students. 

Finally,  plans  for  developing  a  calendar/handbook  were  made  which 
will  serve  to  keep  parents  informed  of  events  during  the  school  year  as  well 
as  provide  an  understanding  of  general  procedures  that  are  important  to 
home  and  school.  This  calendar  was  distributed  in  the  fall  of  1985. 

The  above  program  descriptions  highlight  a  few  program  developments 
made  during  this  past  year.  We  continue  to  seek  your  support  for  our 
education  programs  and  to  nurture  a  stronger  partnership  with  the  com¬ 
munity  at  large.  Our  efforts  will  continue  to  strive  for  the  highest  educa¬ 
tional  standards  for  our  children  so  that  they  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
achieve  their  full  human  potential.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  training 
expense  related  to  hiring  a  Junior  Patrolman,  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  recind  the  subdivision 
of  land  formerly  owned  by  John  D.  Sullivan  and  taken  by  the  Town  of  Mer¬ 
rimac  on  8-25-83.  The  land  described  above  is  bordered  by  Rte  495  on  the 
North,  Middle  Road  and  the  land  of  Timothy  A.  and  Judith  M.  Hayes  on 
the  South,  land  of  Timothy  A.  and  Judith  M.  Hayes  and  Martha  H.  W. 
Crowninshield  on  the  West,  and  rear  of  properties  abutting  Emery  Street  on 
the  East;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Red  Oak  School  to  the  Dr.  Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  School. 
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ARTICLE  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of 
Merrimac  By-law,  Article  I,  Section  II,  which  presently  reads  “Quorum  at 
Town  Meeting,  Annual  and  Special  -  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  registered 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  must  be  present  at  all  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ings,  and  all  Special  Town  Meetings.”  to  read  “five  percent  (5%)  of  the 
registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  must  be  present  at  all  Annual 
Town  Meetings  and  Special  Town  Meetings,  except  that  at  Special  Town 
Meetings  if  a  quorom  is  not  reached  on  the  first  night,  on  any  subsequent 
nights  the  quorom  shall  be  reduced  to  one  hundred  (100)  registered  voters. 

ARTICLE  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  available  balances  and  from  “FREE 
CASH”  in  the  treasury  toward  reduction  of  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  1,  1986;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.
